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The Sign at the “Crossroads of the Pacific”’ 


Centennial Celebration and Bible Work in Hawaii 
By A. Wesley Mell 


NE of the most potent influences which 

led not only to the 
missions in the Hawaiian Islands, but to the 
organization of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions and also of the American Bible So- 
ciety, was born in the heart of a saintly woman, 
the mother of Samuel J. Mills, who said of her 
boy, ‘‘I have consecrated this child to the 
service of God as a missionary.”’ 

It was young Mills who was the originator 
and leader of that historic and heroic student 
band who first faced the gospel needs of 
heathen lands and who affirmed, ‘‘We can:if 
we will.” 

It was Mills, with his flaming zeal and in- 
spired missionary vision, who aroused the 


establishment of 


churches, helped originate the American Board 
and found Henry Obookiah, of the Sandwich 
Islands. On hearing this boy’s story of his 
land and its people, he exclaimed, ‘‘Shall he be 
sent back unsupported to attempt to reclaim 
his countrymen? Shall we not rather consider 
these southern islands a proper place for the 
establishment of a mission?’’ From that time 
the Sandwich Islands were not out of the 
minds of the founders of the American Board. 

But Mills never reached the foreign fields. 
However, God greatly used him in sending 
others and in promoting organizations which 
would support them and their work abroad. 
He was also greatly used in the organization of 
new missionary forces in the home land. His

tours through the southern and western states, 
his appeal and counsel, led to the organiza- 
tion of the American Bible Society. 

No wonder my heart thrilled as I viewed the 
Centennial Celebration at Honolulu and saw 
in pageant and parade the unfolding history of 
these islands for the last one hundred years, 
and thought of the undying and encircling 
influence of this devoted young man. 

Mills College in Honolulu is his stone me- 
morial. It is a great, beautiful college building, 
made of brown lava rock, located on the 
mountain side, with a view of the wide ex- 
panse of the ocean. Here it was my privilege 
to speak on a Sunday evening to some four 
hundred Oriental and Occidental students, 
telling the story of young Mills’ life and the 
value of his services, not only in the estab- 
lishment of the Hawaiian Missions, but in 
the promotion and _ the 
Organization of the 
American Bible Society for 
the spreading of God’s 
Word in America and 
throughout the world. 

The historical relations 
of the American Bible 
Society with the American 
Board in the Hawaiian 
missions were fittingly 
recognized by the Centen- 
nial Committee. 

The important part that 

the Bible has had in the up- 
lift and redemption of the 
Islands, was emphasized by 
‘ . programmes and speakers, 
‘pageant and parade. 

The celebration was a 
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noteworthy, historic review 
of the early life of the 
Islands and for the last one 
hundred years. It pictured 
in song and story: 

The absolutism of pa- 
gan times, and the de- 
struction of idols and the 
breaking of tabus, which 
immediately preceded the 
advent of the missiona- 
ries; { 

The arrival of the mis- 
sionaries; 

The breaking away from 
traditions and suspicion as 
a result of Scriptural teach- 
ings; 

The evolution of law 
and constitutional rights; 

The rapid economic de- 
velopment of the Islands; 

The annexation of Ha- 
waii to the United States; 

The coming of the Ori- 
entals; 

The settlement of industrial, educational, 
civic, and religious problems by the application 
and teaching of the Word of God. 


The official programme for the events of 
Centennial week elaborated two main themes: 
“The Heritage of the Past,’ which was the 
general theme of all the addresses on the first 
Sunday; and “Religion’s Summons to High 
Adventure,’ the theme for the sermons and 
addresses on the second Sunday. 

The programme, however, was built on broad 
lines. The religious note was predominant, but 
all worth-while phases of life were included. 
The social events, the educational conferences, 
the musical contests, the athletic meets, the 
civic and industrial parades—all gave tribute 
to the comprehensiveness and power of Chris- 
tianity to save the whole man and to redeem 
society in all of its relations and activities.

The celebration was attended by thousands 
from the other Hawaiian Islands. It was to 
the Hawaiian Christians what the ‘‘Feast of 
Tabernacles” was to the Jews. Honolulu was 
thronged with visitors, and the streets re- 
sounded with the tread of church, civil, naval, 
and military forces. The greatest battleship 
that ever visited the Honolulu harbor—the 
““Renown’’—brought His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, who for one day was an 
interested spectator of the historical pageant. 

A number of mainland speakers were heard 
on various occasions; among these were: Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke; Dean W. L. Cross, of the 
Graduate School of Yale University; Dr. 
Edward D. Eaton, of Boston; Hon. David 
Percey Jones, of Minneapolis; Hon. Joseph 
Addison Richards, of New York; Dr. Francis 
J. Van Horn, of Oakland; Hon. F. W. Lyman, 
of Pomona; Pres. Aurelia Henry Reinhardt, 
of Mills College, California; while from other 
lands came Wm. E. Clark, of Samoa; Pres. 
Seimatsu Kimura, of Japan, and Rev. Edward 
W. Thwing, of China. 

The missions of the other denominations— 
as the Episcopal, the Methodist, the Christian 
—yjoined with the Congregationalists in mak- 
ing the celebration an interchurch event, and 
a special meeting was had for the cause of the 
Interchurch Movement, at which Mr. Rich- 
ards, Dr. Van Horn, and your representative 
spoke on behalf of the co-operative effort~of 
the churches. 

Bible Work 

The officials of the Centennial Celebration, 
the officers of the Hawaiian Board, and 
the pastors 
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supplying the Hawaiian race. Thousands of 
many races speaking some 35 languages and 
dialects need the Word. The population of 
Hawaii, including the military, is about 260,- 
000, an increase of 70,000 over the year 1910. 
This now is divided approximately as follows: 
5,000 Koreans; 20,000 Chinese; 25,000 Filipi- 
nos; 35,000 Hawaiians and part Hawaiians; 
35,000 Whites; 35,000 Portuguese and Porto 
Ricans, and 105,000 Japanese. 

There are some forty-five Japanese Buddhist 
temples on the Islands, as the Japanese have 
chiefly come from. two of the strongest Bud- 
dhist provinces in Japan. Forty per cent. of 
all the school children are Japanese, and it is 
estimated that within a few years—ten or 
fifteen at most—the Japanese will control the 
voting power of the Hawaiian Islands, there 
being more Japanese than of any other single 
nationality. This makes the Japanese ques- 
tion an acute one, particularly in the industrial 
and religious life of the Islands. It is esti- 
mated that of the 105,000 Japanese fully 
ninety per cent. of them are without the New 
Testament. 

The Japanese Department of the Hawaiian 
Board have agreed to set aside $300 for a 
Bible colportage tour among the Japanese, 
and we are expecting to arrange for such a 
tour by the Rev. U. G. Murphy, who has been 
so eminently successful in such work among 
the Japanese on the Pacific Coast. We have 
been promised full co-operation on the part of 
the Hawaiian Board and missions of other 
denominations. Assurance also has been given 
us of the co-operation of the officials of

No 
longer is it 
Bisrpl yy 2 - 
question of 
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the missions and the pastors of the churches 
in the observance of Mayflower Universal 
Bible Sunday, November 28, 1920, and recog- 
nition of the American Bible Society as one 
of the regular benevolences of the churches. 
The importance of Bible work not only for 
the Japanese, but for the other Oriental races 
there, was deeply impressed upon me. These 
islands are indeed at the crossroads of the 
Pacific. It is the Bible alone that can lift the 
Cross so that it shall become the Sign of the 
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Crossroads. These islands are the Hub of 
the Ocean on which turns the commerce of 
continents. The Bible alone can keep that 
hub from developing a ‘‘hot box,”’ endangering 
international relations. Butt, above all, the 
fact that there are these thousands living under 
the folds of our American flag who have never 
read of Christ and who know nothing of his 
teaching and gift of Eternal Life, should stir 
our hearts to new devotion to spread God’s 
Word in the isles which await his law. 


A Lunchroom Internationalist

HE other day in a lunchroom on Fourth 
4h Avenue, I saw a bright young fellow 
wearing a waiter’s coat. Opening a conversa- 
tion, I learned he spoke several languages, 
acquired while working in Cairo,—English, 
French, Spanish, Italian, Arabic, and Albanian, 
in addition to his mother tongue, Greek. 

That last was what I was after. So, yester- 
day, when I ate lunch at the same place, I 
surprised him by producing a beautiful little 
leather-bound Greek Testament. He was de- 
lighted to see the Word of God in his own 
language, and could not understand how he 
was able to buy it in New York for only 
fifty-six cents. 

I laughed and told him the book really did 
cost the Bible Society considerably more than 
that; but we looked to Christian people for 


gifts which would keep our Bibles within the 
reach of all purchasers, as well as to make pos- 
sible giving the Scriptures without any charge 
whatever to those altogether too poor to buy. 

My new Greek friend, Aristide by name, 
jingled in the pocket of his white coat the 
coins he had picked up as tips, and observed 
happily he was glad he could pay for the 
Testament I had sold him, but—somewhat 
soberly—there were plenty of people in 
Europe now who couldn’t buy food, to say 
nothing of Bibles. 

As he slipped the little Greek Testament 
into the pocket of his waiter’s coat, I invited 
him to call at our salesroom, where he could 
see the Scriptures in over a hundred and fifty 
languages. ‘‘More than I learned in Cairo,” 
he remarked, as he promised to come.

The greatest and wisest of the earth have 
paid homage to its teaching and authority. 
Queen Victoria said it was the explanation of 
the greatness of her dominions. Garfield 
preached it. McKinley preached it. Roose- 
velt preached it. Taft preaches it. Wilson 
preaches it. It is so enshrined in the human 
affection that no man who makes light of it 
could reach the presidency’ of the United 
States. It has wrought itself into the life of 
literature and art and music. The founda- 
tions of governments are laid in its principles. 
It is the abiding strength of all efficient law. 
It is the source of the ideals of all loveliness 
in the human character. 

Men study it to-day as never before.

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an inexhaustible mine of wealth for the human 
intellect. It has in it the finest things in 
poetry and prose. The account of Paul’s ship- 
wreck is the most perfect narrative in print. 
In Jonah, and Isaiah, and Ezekiel, and the 
Apocalypse are flights of the imagination to 
vie with Victor Hugoand Dante. A knowledge 
of it now is essential to any standing in his- 
toric scholarship. The libraries of the world 
are piled about it. It has put its impress on 
every page of print in the English tongue. It 
no longer needs any apology. Its inherent

Scholarship has now come to such 
study of it that a revelation of the revelation 
itself is about to appear, and all its pages will 
then be richer than ever. And above every- 
thing, the central figure of this book, is the 
ideal character and teacher of theages.

In all, 279,273 Bibles, 
Testaments, and portions 
of the Scriptures were 
circulated in this ter- 
ribly stricken and sorely 
pressed land during this 
period. 

He mentions that, in 
addition to other diffi- 
culties, this work was ac- 
complished even though 
the Germans in some 
places prohibited the cir- 
culation of the Scriptures 
because they were afraid 
of secret language in them. 
In October, 1918, when 
he endeavored to go to 
Ghent, he was not al- 
lowed to take even his pri-_ 
vate Bible because of the 
marginal notes he had 
written init. 

Surely friends of the Bible will rejoice that 
so much was accomplished in the past, and 
will hope that blessings and success may at-.

Tue Centennial of the Protestant Bible 
Society of Paris observed last December, at 
which the Rev. Dr. Goodrich, of the American 
Church in Paris, was the delegated representa- 
tive of the American Bible Society, has brought 
to us four papers reproducing addresses then 
delivered. The Rev. Dr. John H. Ritson, of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, pre- 
sented a very interesting and informing paper 
on the ‘ Bible Societies and the War.”’ Pastor 
Louis Randon, General Agent of the Protestant 
Bible Society of Paris, had an address on the 
question ‘Should Bible Societies Co-operate in 
a Historical Elucidation of the Bible?’ The 
President of the Netherlands Bible Society, 
Mr. E. René van Ouwenaller, presented a re- 
port of that Society, recalling with thankful- 
ness the beautiful days in June, 1914, when its 
centennial was celebrated at Amsterdam. The 


subject ‘‘The Bible and Interned Soldiers in 
Switzerland’ was presented, by Pastor Ed. 
Genton, Chairman of the Auxiliary Bible So- 
ciety of the Canton de Vaud. Evidently the 
centennial was worthily and successfully cele- 
brated. 


A RECORD of sixty years of service on the 
mission field is unusual. When to this record 
is added the fact that the service was rendered 
in the Empire of Japan and covered practically 
the whole period of the modern Protestant 
missionary work in that empire, it is unique. 
So, too, was the character and position of 
the one who had this great honor. We 
would join in tribute to the Rev. James H. 
Ballagh, who went to Japan as a mission- 
ary.in 1861 and passed, as his daughter has 
written us, ‘“‘to the glorious life eternal” early 
in this year. 


From a generous, loving, and striking tribute 
rendered in the Christian Intelligencer by his 
younger colleague, the Rev. Dr. Albertus Pie- 
ters, we take a few sentences: 


There was a man sent from God. His name was 
James H. Ballagh, and he was sent from God to Japan 
in 1861, when it was a high act of faith and courage 
to go out as a missionary to that country.

Faith and courage, however, were gifts in which 
young James H. Ballagh, then twenty-eight or nine 
years of age, excelled, and they remained his most 
marked characteristics until he had become the 
Nestor of the more than one thousand Protestant 
missionaries in Japan—the man usually referred to 
with affection and reverence as ‘‘Father Ballagh.”

He did his work by the gifts of faith, love, and 
prayer, and very great gifts they were. These gifts 
combined to qualify him in rare measure for an appeal 
to the emotional side of his audiences... . It was a gift 
which many a missionary has envied him. It is said 
of Dr. Horace G, Underwood, the famous missionary 
who laid the foundations of the Presbyterian work in 
Korea, that, coming as a young man to Yokohama, 
and noting the reaction of the audiences to the 
various kinds of preaching, he prayed that he might 
learn to move men as Dr. Ballagh did.

He was a great intercessor. What most of us ac- 
cept in theory but somehow find it difficult really to 
believe, was a part of his very life; namely, that a 
man in prayer is in partnership with God in directing 
the affairs of the universe. Once or twice he has 
asked me to come apart and pray with him for the 


victorious issue of some great conflict for righteous- | 


ness that was raging in some distant portion of the 
world, and when one heard Father Ballagh pray it 
was easier to believe that the destinies of nations 
are, after all, settled not so much in the councils of 
statesmen as in the place where a believing man is 
closeted with God.

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A HANDSOMELY bound copy of the Second 
Volume of the New Testament in Line Letter 
has just been returned to the Bible House. It 
had been presented to a relative of the donor 
by the American Bible Society when he was 
superintendent of the Printing Department. 
There being no longer use for it in the family, 
this thoughtful return of the book makes it 
available for someone who can use it. The 
date in the book shows that it was printed in 
1850 and that the American Bible Society has 
been supplying Scriptures for the blind for 
three score years and ten. 


THROUGH the Board of Missions of the Pres- 
byterian Churches in U. S. A. has come the 
following concerning Bible study in Korea: 


No less than 1,200 have taken the Correspondence 
Bible Course in Korea during the past season. This 
work has centered in Pyengyang and has been under 
the able direction of the Rev. W. L. Swallen, D.D. 
The students are residents of all parts of Korea. 
The missionaries itinerate through the remote dis- 
tricts, and the Christians become eager for an inten- 
sive study of the Word. The Correspondence Course 
-helps to meet their desires. |The Men's Bible Insti- 
tute of Pyengyang gave ninety-nine young men six 
weeks of intensive Bible study during the winter. 


Not only the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the world of education and 
scholarship sustained a great loss in the death 
of President Richard C. MacLaurin, a few 
months ago, but also the forces that work for 
Christian citizenship. From the Congrega- 
tionalist and Advance, we quote what he said 
about the fundamentals of the Christian doc- 
trine of life, in an address at the two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary at the Old South 

’ Church, Boston, on May 11, 1919. 

Speaking of the impermanence of opinions, 

he continued: : 


Underlying these changing forms there are a few 
broad views that are essentially permanent and that 
constitute the essence of the Christian doctrine of 
life. These views will remain of vital interest and 
import as long as they satisfy the deepest needs of 
man. They are two in number. First a view of the 
possibilities and worth of the individual man, a view 
that gives dignity to the human struggle, however 
sordid its conditions; and the second a view of the 
right relations of man to his neighbor, a view that 
supplies an impulse and guide to social action. Surely 
there never was a time when this tragic world needed 
the Christian doctrine of life more urgently than 
now. .. . Modern science, although it could hardly 

use the language of Puritanism, finds itself in some 
fundamental matters much more in accord with 
_ Puritan ways of thinking than with those that have 
since supplanted them in popular esteem. Puritan 
- doctrine was abandoned largely because of its gravity 
and its sternness, but that is just the aspect of it 
that appeals to the man of science. .. . Let us have 
no illusions. One thing is certain. Civilization will 
not be saved by flabby optimism nor by irresolute 
good will. It needs the virtues of the warrior, and 
the call to its service is even more pressing now 
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than ever was the call to arms. It is the call for 
alert and strenuous loyalty to the great ideals of the 
Master. 


From The Christian, of London, England, we 
cull the following item: 

‘An interesting memorial, the Bible of John 
Newton, has been presented to the Library 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society by 
Mr. W. Keynes, of Frome. Many notes indicate 
the long and meditative use which the owner 
made of the Book. Perhaps the most generally 
interesting are the following lines at the foot 
of a fly-page: 

Ah! me, 
What do I see? 


Three in One and One in Three; 
And One of them hath died for me. 


And this on the back of the title-page of the 
New Testament: 

Into whosoever Hands this Volume of Inspiration 
may fall after my Death, I would gladly drop a single 
hint, as a caution and as my advice—The Hand that 
wrote it is now mouldering in the Dust. 


“Newton died in 1807, in his 83rd year, and 
was buried in St. Mary Woolnoth’s beside his 
deeply-loved wife: but in 1893 their remains 
were removed to Olney, dear to him for the 
many memories of his friendship with the poet 
Cowper.” 


From the A. B.C. F. M. Office in Boston has 
come this sample of the opportunity and serv- 
ice of the Bible Society: 


A letter has just come from Miss Elizabeth Bald- 
win, one of our missionaries at Kusaie, Caroline 
Islands. Perhaps I can do no better than quote all 
that she says in the letter:

Kindly for- 
ward all these in packages by mail, as that seems to 
be the surest way of securing them at present. Tam 
sure the Bible Society would be rejoiced if they could 
see the eagerness with which these books are received, 
and the joy of the people over them. 

“T hope that this letter will reach you at the same 
time as the other, that the remittance of money re- 
ceived for the previous grant of books may accompany 
the application for a ‘second grant.” 


Tue Rev. Dr. Tucker sends us this unusual 
and highly interesting item from Brazil: 


I may copy the following from one of our corre- 
spondents, which you might like to publish in the 
BIBLE SOCIETY RECORD: 

“Our newest colporteur is a blind lad named Bello. 
He has, unaided, taught himself to read John’s 
Gospel you sent me; and also writes by means of an 


apparatus I gave him. Quite an accomplishment. 
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He is now traveling north, on foot, with a boy guide, 
reading Braille John from house to house and then 
offering the Scriptures for sale. He is also becoming 
a bit of a preacher, too. I think he is not more than 
nineteen. The two men traveling across to Parahyba 
had taken almost the rest of my Testaments, so that 
this remittance just saves the situation for Bello. 

“T strongly recommend that a Braille Alphabet be 
attached to the front page of every Braille Gospel, 
otherwise the book will be an enigma to all blind 
who are outside the blind schools.”’ 


A later letter adds: 

Mr. F. C. Glass has under his direction a blind boy 
or young man, who seems to be doing a remarkable 
work. Recently he wrote: 

“Vou will be glad to 
know that Bello is better, 
but needs a good rest be- 
fore setting out again. 
Can you find out for me 
just what other good 
books are published in 
Portuguese Braille? I 
suppose there are no 
more Scriptures other 
than John? Bello has 
made remarkable prog- 
ress in his reading, and 
there are regions not far 
from here whose inhabi- 
tants will not look at a 
colporteur, and tear up 
every tract they receive; 
yet they will give Bello 
a close hearing with his 
Braille John. Heisa 
very clever fellow, and 
with natural gifts as a 
teacher. But he longs 
for more books.”

Gospel of John in Revised Braille, 
Grade One and A Half 


HE Society announces with pleasure that 

it will be able to respond to any orders 

for the Gospel of John in Revised Braille, 
Grade One and A Half, after June 1st. The 
price of the volume is $2.75. The accompa- 
nying picture gives the alphabet of the Re- 
vised Braille, Grade 
One and A Half. It 
has been explained at 
various times and 
through various chan- 
nels. The Revised 
Braille, Grade One and 
A) Half, as-a “distinct 
departure from the 
American Braille and 
follows quite closely 
the English or Euro- 
pean Braille, but with 
such simplifications as 
make it more easily 
read. It is the system 
which is being taught 
by practically all the 
schools for the blind to 
new pupils, and the sys- 
tem which has been 
taught to the soldiers 
blinded during the war. 
The expectation of 
those specially inter- 
ested in, and responsible for, the instruction 
and work among the blind is that the Revised 
Braille, Grade One and A Half, will gradually 
supersede the several other systems hitherto 
used in America, and thus work to the very 


great advantage of the blind in that all litera-_ 


ture for them will be in the one system. At 


a 


present, of course, the literature in American 
Braille cannot be read by those familiar with 
New York Point and wice versa; similarly 
about the Line Letter, the English Braille, 
and the Moon systems. 

The Psalms are now being printed in Revised 


e "Revised Braille—Grade One and a Half 
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Braille, Grade One and A Half, and will be 
published in two volumes from the press of 
the American Bible Society. These will be 
ready, it is expected, in July. ¢ 

As already advised, the Gospels according to 
Matthew, Mark, and Luke will follow, prob- 
ably one each succeeding month.

T the recent meeting of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S. A., held at Philadelphia, Pa., May 21, 
1920, the following resolutions were adopted: 
Whereas, The American Bible Society has 
permanently set aside the last Sunday in 
November of each year as Universal Bible 
Sunday and will prepare for the use of ministers 
and other Christian workers appropriate litera- 
ture for their use at that time; and, 
Whereas, This year the occasion will be made 
an opportunity for the celebration of the ter- 
centenary of the landing of the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers; be it 
Resolved: That the General Assembly ex- 
press its hearty endorsement of the plan 
of the American Bible Society for cele- 
brating the last Sunday in November, 
1920, as Mayflower Universal Bible 
Sunday, in commemoration of the ter- 
centenary of the landing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers with the open Bible, and that 
all the ministers of the churches be 
called upon to co-operate in the appro- 
priate remembrance of this occasion. 
Whereas, the American Bible Society has 
organized an Advisory Council composed of 
one official representative of each denomination 
contributing to its funds, whose function is to 


assemble at least once a year to confer with the 
officers of the Society in the preparation of its 
budget; be it 
Resolved: That the Moderator of the Gen- 
eral Assembly be, and he hereby is, 
authorized to represent the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S. A. on the Advisory 
Council of the American Bible Society, 
and in the event of his not being able 
personally to attend the meeting, he is au- 
thorized to appoint a substitute who shall 
officially represent the denomination. 
Be wt Resolved: That the General Assembly 
hereby approves of the action of the 
Executive Commission in placing the 
American Bible Society on the New 
Era Budget for 1920-21 for the sum 
of $175,000, with the privilege of shar- 
ing in the pro rata distribution of the 
undesignated gifts; and, be it further 
Resolved: That until this action is rescinded 
it is the will of the General Assembly, and 
it is hereby directed, that the American 
Bible Society be placed each year in 
the New Era Budget for such an amount 
as the Executive Commission may from 
year to year determine, and that it 
share pro rata with the other Boards 
and agencies of the Church in all un- 
designated gifts. 


The General Assembly of the Cumberland Presby-

Seek That, in compliance with the request 
of the Society a member of this body be ap- 
pointed to serve on the Advisory Council of 
the Society, the expenses of such representative 
to be borne by the Society. : 

Third, Believing as we do that the Bible is 
essential to the welfare of the Home, the 
Church, and the Nation, and realizing that 
many forces are now operating seeking to 
undermine its authority, that we comply with 
the request of the Society in the observance 
of the last Sunday in November as Universal 
Bible Sunday, at which time the Bible as the 
supreme authority in church and state, in 
religion and morals, be duly emphasized in all 
our churches.

Notes from the 


NE of the chief difficulties in the Mexico 
Agency at the present time is that of 
getting Bibles rapidly enough to supply the 
demand for them all over the country. Ship- 
ments are going to new depositories in Yucatan, 
and on the Pacific Coast, and another is under 
way just on the border in Arizona; but if the 
books go out as rapidly from these as they do 
from the main Agency in the City of Mexico, 
it will be hard to keep them supplied. 

The colporteur oldest in the service, who 
has been tramping the roads of the country 
for about twenty years, declares that he has 
never seen such eagerness to have the Bible 
as is shown at the present time. 

This increased demand is in two directions: 
In all of the established missions there is 
steady growth, and hence the need of more 
Bibles for the people; but in parts of the 
country where missions are not known, there 
is evident a desire to have the Book of Life 
for the nations of the world. 


Bible Talks 
The Rev. A. H. Mellen, Agency Secretary of 
the Bible Society in Mexico, has prepared three 
talks of great interest on Biblical themes, as 
follows: 

1. How to Use to the Greatest Advantage Religious 
Pictures. Illustrations in the development 
of Christian art. Italian and modern masters. 

2. The Great Universal Book. How the Bible was 
printed in ancient times. The world circula- 
tion of the Bible. The influence of the Bible 
on the future. 

3. He who said: ‘“‘I am the Light of the World.” 
Explanation of some incidents in the life of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 


These lectures have been carefully prepared 
and arranged by the author, who illustrates 
them with beautiful magic lantern views. He 
recently acquired in New York many new 
views, representing celebrated paintings in 
their original colors, and they are entirely 
appropriate for these lectures, since he selected 
them personally for the purpose. 

Mr. Mellen recently gave these lectures in 
the city of Pachuca on several week days, 
and on Sunday he gave a talk on the life of 
the Saviour, in Real del Monte. The pastors 
in charge at both these places noted the 
presence of many persons not confessed Chris- 
tians, who evinced much interest in the talks 
and in the views shown. 

Later Mr. Mellen gave these talks in the 
city of Puebla before large and attentive 


~ audiences, who sang hymns which were placed 


in the seats, at intervals, with great fervor and 
enthusiasm. -- 
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Mexico Agency 


At the Sunday night meeting, the pas- 
tor, Mr. Juarez, offered those who desired 
instruction in the gospel the opportunity of 
meeting him to that end, and five persons re- 
sponded. 

Mr. Mellen has also given very interesting 
talks to boys and girls in the schools of Pachuca 
and Puebla, including the normal classes in 
Puebla, which were much enjoyed by the 
pupils. Mr. Mellen has made an especial 
study of “telling stories” and of the psycho- 
logical relation between lecturer and audience. 


Mr. Mellen also conducted a devotional 
service in the fine Baptist Hospital at 
Puebla. 


Publicity Secretary 

On the first of June Mr. Joel Quinyones be- 
came one of the staff of the Agency of the 
Bible Society in Mexico. 

Mr. Quinyones is a young man filled with 
the right sort of enthusiasm for all Christian 
work, and especially for the work of the world- 
wide circulation of the Bible. He has lived 
many years of his life in the United States, 
and attended school there, so that he is equally 
free in the use of English and Spanish both for 
writing and speaking. He has held a respon- 
sible position for some years with the New 
York Life Insurance Co. and been engaged as 
secretary of they. M.-Cr A. in the?-citynot 
Mexico; he has also been engaged on the 
editorial staff of an illustrated review which is 
published in both Spanish and English. 

The first regular duty which Mr. Quinyones 
has assumed on behalf of the Agency is to 
furnish, for the weekly evangelical paper, 
one entire page in each issue to be devoted to 
notes and information on Bible circulation. 
These notes will cover all matters of interest 
in reference to our work in Mexico as well as 
the wider field of the world; and the same 
notes will be sent to the Baptist paper as well. 
This paper published by the Evangelical Press 
of Mexico has a regular mailing list of paid 
subscribers amounting to over three thousand 
people, and so is a very valuable means of 
communication to all parts of the field. 

Mr. Quinyones is also taking a long look 
into the future in the matter of systematic 
publicity to stimulate Bible sales all over the 
country. 

Colporteurs 

The Baptist Seminary in Saltillo closed its 
session the middle of May, and five of the 
young men have gone out in various directions 
to sell Bibles for the next three months. As a 
result of previous work of this sort, both the 
professors and the men themselves have de- 
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clared that it is the best sort of preparation 
for the work of the ministry. 
Publication Work 

At the beginning of the year an edition of 
ten thousand Agency catalogues was printed 
on the expectation that they would last for 
the entire year. These catalogues, besides 
containing lists of books and the prices, have 
a few Bible pictures, and for the explanation of 
each, a reference to the Bible, and where the 
desired passage may be found. 

There are also lists of story titles for the 
Old Testament and for the Gospels; and the 
colporteurs are expected to give away a copy 
with every purchase, no matter how small. 
At the end of five months the entire edition 
was gone, and it is the testimony of pastors 
as well as colporteurs that the interest created 
in the Bible is sound and helpful. 

The Agency has also published a small tract 
called ‘‘The Open Book”’ containing accounts 
in story form, of the circulation of the Bible 
all over the world. The six thousand copies 
have disappeared like magic, and another 
edition is called for. 


Telling Bible Stories 

For some years previous to taking up the 
work of the Bible Society in Mexico, the pres- 
ent Agency Secretary, the Rev. A. H. Mellen, 
has been interested in the subject of story- 
telling, and especially in trying to learn the 
best method of telling Bible stories. In a 
recent visit to the mission school centers of 
Pachuca and Puebla he was able to try out 
some of his plans with very gratifying results. 

The missionary in charge of a school for 
training women workers asked Mr. Mellen to 
give a course of instruction on the subject to 
the students of the school. 


General Notes 
The report rendered by Mr. Anastasio 
Martinez regarding his work during the month 


of May is extremely interesting. He made a 
total of 134 sales, amounting to $70.99, as 


follows: 42 Bibles, 28 Testaments, and 64 por- - 


tions. Mr. Martinez has sold. Bibles in 
Mexico for some twenty years and is now 
selling more than ever. In the performance of 
his work he presents a striking figure, traveling 
on foot, wearing sandals instead of shoes, and 
carrying his books in a sack. All hail to Mr. 
Martinez, on whom the high prices of foot- 
wear have no effect! And his itineraries recall 
those of St. Paul. 

Another fine report comes from Mr. Fran- 
cisco Velasquez for the same month. He sold 
2 Bibles, 10 Testaments, and 100 Gospels, to 
a value of $18.55. He also distributed 90 
copies of our catalogue, 43 copies of ‘‘The 
Christian Evangelist,’ and 30 leaflets—a total 
of 275 Biblical messages transmitted by this new 
telegraphy without wires. The places visited 
cover 175 kilometers (109 miles). In Encar- 
nacion some fanatics attempted to drag him 
through the streets, and for the lack of proper 
authorization documents (or license) he was 
obliged to suspend work for twelve days. This 
is what one calls working under difficulties. 

A young boy, who belongs to one of the 
Bible Classes organized in the City of Mexico, 
told the leader of the class one day he would 
not be able to stay in the class longer, as his 
mother had forbidden it. The leader then 
gave the youth a copy of the Bible, telling him 
to carry it to his mother and have her mark 
the passages in it which she objected to her 
son reading and he would with pleasure cut 
them out of the book. In a little while the 
boy returned with the news that not only had 
his mother agreed to allow him to continue 
attending the meetings of the Bible Class, but 
that she wanted to keep the book and study it. 
All this demonstrates but again that, when one 


gives ear to the testimony of the Divine Book, — 


it is insuperable.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE twelfth stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety, in its one hundred and fourth year, was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, on Thursday, April 1, 1920, at 3:30 p.m., 
President Cutting in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. John Kelman, D.D., pastor of the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, New “York, 
who read a portion of the one hundred and 
nineteenth Psalm and the seventy-second 
Psalm, after which he paid a tribute to the 
importance of the work of Bible Societies, and 
then offered prayer. 

The minutes of the eleventh stated meeting 
of the Board of Managers were presented and 
approved, as were those of the standing com- 
mittees. 

The Board of Managers having heard of the 
continued illness of Treasurer Foulke sent him 
a message of deep sympathy in his illness and 
the assurance of its prayers for his recovery. 

In view of the illness of Treasurer Foulke 
the Board authorized the Finance Committee 
to appoint an Assistant Treasurer as soon as 
possible. - 

On the recommendation of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, special engagements and 
expenses were authorized for the preparation 
of a handbook and folder for distribution in 
the churches in connection with ‘ Mayflower 
Universal Bible Sunday.” The Board also 
took action offering to co-operate with the 
American Mayflower Council of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in connec- 
tion with their campaign in the celebration 
of the tercentenary of the arrival of the 
“ Mayflower.”’ 

The Secretaries were authorized to arrange 
for the immediate appointment of committees 
in every state, to be known as the ‘‘ Mayflower 
Universal Bible Sunday Committee’’; con- 
sultation to be had with the Agency Secretaries 
and the Vice-Presidents of the Society in the 
areas involved. ; 

The Board approved grants, made during 
preceding months, of Scriptures for distribu- 
tion in the United States, totaling $1,106.48. 

A grant of 1,000 Bibles and 1,000 Testa- 
ments was made to the Presbyterian Board of 
Publication and Sabbath School Work, with 
the understanding that the board would en- 
deavor to return from sales an average of 
one-half the cost. 
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The Board approved grants of Scriptures, 
made during preceding months, for use in 
foreign fields, totaling $1,566.43. 

The consignments to Foreign Agencies dur- 
ing the month were: 

To La Plata Agency, 15,734 volumes, valued 
at $4,464.10; to Mexico, 11,457 volumes, 
valued at $4,076.69; to the Philippines, 2,943 
volumes, valued at $1,101.70: to the West 
Indies, 619 volumes, valued at $361.97. Total: 
30,753 volumes, valued at $10,004.46. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month were 103,344. 

The meeting was adjourned. 


ONE HUNDRED AND FOURTH ANNUAL 
MEETING 


HE One Hundred and Fourth Annual 
Meeting of the American Bible Society 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on 
Thursday, May 13, 1920, at 3:30 p.m. 
President Churchill H. Cutting occupied the 
chair, and among those present were President 
Emeritus Wood, E. Francis Hyde, John R. 
Taber, C. Edgar Anderson, J. Marshall Stuart, 
Logan C. Murray, Mrs. Theodore Weston, 
Roscoe C. E. Brown, Rev. Dr. Reese F. Alsop, 
Rey. Dr. J. Oscar Boyd, Professor Oswald T. 
Allis, of the Board of Managers, and the Rev. 
F. T. B. Reynolds, Secretary of the Mon- 
mouth County Auxiliary Bible Society. 

Excuses for absence were received from 
Franklin S. Edmonds, John T. Manson, Dr. 
James R. Joy, Charles F. Darlington, Ellwood 
M. Rabenold, and Dr. F. M. North. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Wm. Phillips Hall, who read from the one 
hundred and nineteenth Psalm, at the ninety- 
seventh verse, after which he offered prayer. 

At the request of the President, Recording 
Secretary Chamberlain reported the occasion 
of the absence of the General Secretaries; 
General Secretary Haven being in attendance 
at the General Conference of the Methodist 
Church at Des Moines, Iowa, and General 
Secretary Mann at the Convention of the 
Southern Baptists at Washington, D.C. He 
also reported that Treasurer Foulke was re- 
gaining health and had been out for exercise 
recently, but that he was not yet able to return 
to the office. 

The One Hundred and Fourth Annual 
Report of the Board of Managers for the year 
ending December 31, 1919, was presented’ by 
Secretary Chamberlain. 


On motion of John R. Taber, it was 

Resolved, That the report which has just 
been read be printed and circulated under the 
direction of the Board of Managers. 
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In view of the vacancies in the Board of 
Managers mentioned in the report just read, 
a committee, consisting of President Emeritus 
Wood, J. Marshall Stuart, and Dr. Os- 
wald T. Allis, was appointed by the President 
to nominate suitable persons to fill the vacan- 
cies. 

Secretary Chamberlain, on behalf of the 
Treasurer, presented a report of receipts and 
expenditures for the year 1919. On motion 
of Dr. Alsop it was 

Resolved, That the financial report just read 
be accepted and printed in the Annual Report. 

The Committee appointed to nominate in- 
dividuals to fill the places of the Managers 
whose terms of office have expired, reported 
the names of William Jay Schieffelin, Wm. 
Phillips Hall, Charles D. Leverich, C. Edgar 
Anderson, William H. Spencer, John T. Man- 
son, Roscoe C. E. Brown, Paul R. Towne. 

On motion, it was 

Resolved, To proceed with the election, and 
the Recording Secretary was unanimously re- 
quested to cast the ballot. 

The President declared the result of the 
election to be as follows: Members of the Board 
of Managers for the term 1920-1924, subject 
to their acceptance of election—William Jay 
Schieffelin, Wm. Phillips Hall, Charles D. Lev- 
erich, C. Edgar Anderson, William H. Spencer, 
John T. Manson, Roscoe C. E. Brown, Paul R. 
Towne. 

On motion of Dr. Oswald T. Allis, it was 

Resolved, That the filling of any other 
vacancies in the Board of Managers be re- 
ferred to the Board with power. 

On motion of Dr. J. Oscar Boyd, it was 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers as 
now constituted be directed to meet at the 
Bible House on the first Thursday in June for 
the purpose of organizing for the coming year 
and for the transaction of such other business 
as may be presented. 

On motion of Logan C. Murray, it was 

Resolved, That when the Society adjourns it 
do so to meet on the second Thursday in May, 
1921, at 3:30'p: m. 

On behalf of the Finance Committee, Presi- 
dent Emeritus Wood stated that a previous 
action of the Board of Managers had not been 
found to meet the situation, and therefore sub- 
mitted the following resolution which was 
adopted by the Annual Meeting. 

Resolved, That the Acting Treasurer, Frank 
H. Mann, be and he hereby is authorized to 
sign the appropriate papers giving authority 
to the United States Trust Company to collect 
the interest on the United States Registered 
Bonds held by the United States Trust Com- 
pany for the American Bible Society. 

Secretary Chamberlain called attention to 
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samples of vest-pocket Testaments in French, 
Greek, Italian, Spanish, Roumanian, and 
Yiddish, which had been published in 1919 as 
a part of the provision of Scriptures for the 
men of the United States Army and Navy. 
The selection of the texts arid other important 
matters had been very greatly facilitated by 
the voluntary work of Professor Oswald T. 
Allis in the summer of 1918, when he was in 
frequent attendance at the Bible House for 
this purpose. A sample of the Scriptures in 
Kurdish issued for the first time in 1919 was 
also exhibited. Pamphlets and leaflets issued 
during 1919 describing various phases of the 
work of the Society and results in the lives 
of individuals through the reading of the 
Scriptures supplied by the Society were also 
presented to the meeting. President Emeritus 
Wood called special attention to the French 
Testament, 20,000 of which had been presented 
to the Bible Society of France at its special 
request, and which had found great favor in 
France. 
The meeting was adjourned.
